The following comments are offered to sharpen two of the definitions! 

a. Economic Intelligence; Insert "foreign" at the beginning of 
the definition to preclude the possibility of interpreting the definition 
to induce the domestic economy. In addition recommend substituting 
“the international economic system" In place of "International economic 

activities". The substituted wording Is the more usual way of describing 
the p5ieno;siena of Interest. 

b. Foreign intelligence : In the third line of the definition, delet 
'or to" end substitute "Including". Since Foreign relations of the US 
Include economic Interests, the "or" construction creates an Impression of 
a separation of Interests which does not really exist. 
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
